THE HOTBED 

< Experimental Farms Note) 

, Chiosj fer a hot-bed Leatton a 
southern exposure, preferably the 
south side of a building with protec¬ 
tion from winds on the east and west 
and on high enough ground ground 
to preevnt being flooded when the 
: now melts. About the end ot March 
make a pile of fresh horse manure 
four feet high and four fe:t wider 
and longer than the d sired hot bed. 
Tramp it well. When it begins to 
heat turn it over, piling the out-ide 
of the old pile into the midcl;, tramp 
well and leave till thoroughly hcatei 
which usually requires five to 3even 
days. Then fork it into a file two 
fe;t high and four fe.t wider and 
four feet longer than the hot-bcl. If 
you use four sash each three feet 
wide by six feet long, the size of the 
frame will be six feet wide an l 
twelve feet long and the manure ten 
feet wide and sixteen feet long. 
Mako the frame about eighteen inches 
high at the back and a foot high 
at tre front ro as to afford slope 
and make it of such width and length 
as to exactly fit the number of sash 
you put on. Nail a strip around the 
( .ast, north and w r est sides to project 
up an inch so as to make a cloeer fit 
for the rash. After the frame is in 
place bank it to the top on the o^t- 
Mdc with manure and a !d about 
four inches on the inside and over 
this add about five inches of good 
garden soil. Hang a reliable thermon 
eter in.dde and lay the sa h and 
when the temperature L dwn to be 
tween 80 and 90 F, which will be in 
about a week, the hot-bed is ready 
for sowing. After the seed is sown 
do not r.llow the temperature to go 
below 75 ncr above 90 F. For further 
information write you.r nearest Ex- 
pi rimcntal Station. 

The points to remember are: 

1. Sheltered location. 

2. Plenty of manure evenly heated. 

3. Plenty of tramping every time 
the manure is handled. 

4. A tight frame. 

5. A reliable thermometer.

Love, Walnw right, delivered a reply j 
to Mr. Hcwson and Mr. Duggan. He 
quoted figures with such Ratling gun 
rapidity that before he had apoken 10 
minutes he had his hearers bewilder 
ed. Hla defence of the Government’s 
policy was warm, hut the breakneck 
speed at which it was delivered caus 
ed it to lose much of it's effective 
ness. 

During the course of his argument 
ho fell back on quotations from Lord 1 
Byron, anj Lord Lothian and ended 
up by reciting a whole poem commen 
ding the courage of those who struik 
out along new paths. 

Mr. Love claimed that the cost of 
public services in Alberta for the 
1932-1033 fiscal year will be $1,509,- 
)00 less than In 1021. He declared 
this was a record for economy which 
might well be envied by every gov¬ 
ernment in Canada. He challenged 
th« opposition to name any province 
that could show a similar record. 

Mr. Love assorted that with even 
the imposition of an income tax Al¬ 
berta would suffer less from the bur- 
ien of increased taxation than other 
provinces of Canada. He quoted flg- 
ires from the various provinces in 
support of his contention that Alber¬ 
ta held a very favorable position. 

He defended the expenditures of 
‘.he Government item by item, declar 
*ng that one could attack the 
\mount spent for unemployment re- 
Tftf. While $18,500,000 was a large 
mm to add t* 1 ® public debt In one 
year, he defied anyone to point t 
any Item that could have been av¬ 
oided.
